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Holland Has Canals, 
But Less Windmills 


(Continued from Page I) 


lands i* well below sea level, as 
much as IS feet in many instances, 
and should the vast system of 
dikes holding back the North Sea 
and the Zuider Zee suddenly dis­ 
appear, SO per cent of the coun­ 
try's 11,000,000 population would 
do some real fast scrambling for 
higher ground. 


Actually, half of this completely 
flat parcel of real estate once be­ 
longed to the sea. It seems that 
when the birth rate started soar­ 
ing back in the 15th century the 
idea of togetherness lost much of 
its luster and so a couple of en­ 
gineers began a sharp reclama­ 
tion project that has been going 
on ever since. 
I know as much about engineer­ 
ing as I know about playing the 
bassoon. But proving that travel 
is* educational, 
I learned that 
when the government feels it’s 
time to take another chunk of 
land from the sea, it merely builds 
another dike and starts pumping. 
As a matter of fact within the next 
IO years 300,000 additional acres 
will have been grabbed from the 
Zuider Zee. 
The Dutch take a special kind 
of pride in telling you most of 
em actually live on the floor of 
the sea, which they do. 


And their faces beam when they 
also tell you that "God made the 
world and then the Dutch came 
along and made Holland.'’ 


Holland (let’s call it that; it’s 
easier) is the home of the tulip 
and the windmill. Tulip time 
was a month ago but the world 
knows there are no flowers such 
as those they grow here. 
Once upon a time 20,000 great 
and picturesque windmills dotted 
the country providing power for 
saw mills and grain mills and 
for whatever purpose for the vil­ 
lage or landowner. 
These are rapidly disappearing 
due to the arrival of a fast-talk­ 
ing diesel • engine salesman some 
years back, with only about 1,400 
or so remaining. A lot of the 
windmills still do serious busi­ 
ness, but most of them are now 
merely scenic attractions to which 
the Dutch are fondly devoted be­ 
cause theres a definite affinity 
between windmills and tourists 
and the thrifty and enterprising 
Netherlander isn't about to turn 
his back to a fast gilder. 
Holland is also a land of canals. 
.Large, medium - size and small 
canals are everywhere — in the 
cities, towns, villages, country­ 
side. They serve for shipping, 
and * drainage, fishing and, of 
aU thing, fences. I spent all day 
yesterday gadding about the bin 
erlands and saw nary a fence 
Canals separate the many small 
farms. They also keep the cattle 
and sheep in their proper fields 
and off the highways. Any self 
•respecting bossy knows that once 
she steps into a small canal she’s 
promptly up to her hips in mud 
and that no amount of mooing is 
going to get her disengaged and 
operating again. 


Since I’m on this canal kick, 
I may arf well note that last night 
I 
took 
a 
two-hour 
excursion 
through 
Amsterdam 
by 
canal 
(what else?) and got so preoc­ 
cupied watching a dozen or so 
fun-loving Dutch and their ladies 
aboard the boat that I saw little 
of what I started out to see — 
Amsterdam by night. 
I noticed a couple of the young 
couples toasting each other and 
became interested in what they 
might have been saying in offer­ 
ing the toasts. With usual repor­ 
torial intrepidness I introduced 
myself, discovered one of the moi 
spoke 
excellent 
English, 
and 
found out. 
When a man offers a toast, he 
does it to the four cardinal sins 
(in Holland, that is) — stealing, 
lying, cursing and drinking. Now 
these aren’t as improper as they 
may sound, for they mean (I) 
stealing away from temptation; 
(2) be untruthful only to a pretty 
lady; (3) if you must curse, do 
it in your own country, and (4) 
drink only with me. 
The lady’s toast is always a 
"drink to love — the only fire 
against which there is no insur­ 
ance." 
Well, like I hinted earlier in 
this piece, travel is certainly edu­ 
cational. If I’m not soon on a 
Swissair jetliner headed for home, 
I’m afraid I’m going to discover 
it’s also uncomfortably broaden­ 
ing. Eating my way through Eu­ 
rope, that is.

School Budget 


Sessions Are 


Quiet, Brief 


Last night’s public hearings on 
the Delhaas and Bristol Township 
school budgets turned out to be 
the quietest and shortest sessions 
the school directors have experi 
enced in some time. 
Only 54 persons turned out to 
voice their opinions on the tenta­ 
tive Delhaas Joint School Board 
budget of $2,383,301.9 By the 
time the Bristol Township budget 
of $6,238,935.45 came up for air­ 
ing, there were only about 20 per­ 
sons in the audience. 
Unlike the usual long, drawn- 
out school board meetings, last 
night’s hearings in the cafeteria 
of Benjamin Franklin Junior High 
School, Levittown, lasted only 
three hours. The Delhaas hearing 
convened at 8:25 p.m. and was ad­ 
journed at 9:40. The Bristol Town­ 
ship portion started at IO p.m. 
and everyone went home at 11:40 
p.m. 
Several Questions 


Several questions were raised 
by taxpayers and teachers on both 
budgets, but no serious objections 
rn* n o i s y demonstrations took 
place. The small turnout and 
peaceful calm at the hearings 
gives indication that both budgets 
will be adopted with little trouble 
next Thursday night. 
Joe Segal of 24 Rainbow Lane, 
Red Cedar Hill, Levittown, ques­ 
tioned the collection of the merc­ 
antile tax by the Bristol Town­ 
ship board, pointing out that the 
township is losing "several thous­ 
ands of dollars in not collecting 
from new businesses as well as 
those who are delinquent." 
The mercantile tax is based on 
one mill on wholesale dealers and 
14 mills on retail businesses. The 
township school board collected 
$60,901.47 in 1960-61 with $60,too 
again estimated in the 1962-63 
budget. 


“Get Tough" 


However, the board, concurring 
with Segal’s thinking, f e e l s it 
should "get tough" in collecting 
the tax. 
Charles J. McGrath, board mem­ 
ber, said that the township school 
board is exploring a policy (rf 
"getting tough" with delinquent 
mercantile taxpayers. 
"It was promised.’’ he said, 
"that in all fairness to those mer­ 
chants who do pay, those who 
make a practice of being delin­ 
quent. will be assessed the full 
amount of tax plus the penalty 
of IO per cent, plus one per cent 
per month.” 
Losing $40,000 


Mrs. Angela Blatt today said 
"we’re losing almost $40,000 or 
three-quarters of a null each year 
in uncollected mercantile tax rev­ 
enue." 
Board members offered sugges 
tions of hiring someone to collect 
the mercantile tax on an oicen 
tive salary basis. The board prom 
ised prompt action on the mat 
ter. 
Leonard Newman, Bristol Town 
ship building inspector, asked the 
township school board to conduct 
an annual electrical inspection of 
all school buildings. He said such 
inspections, to be done by an ac 
credited agency, would cost about 
$40 per building. There are 15 
schools in the township. 
"If we can save one life or pre­ 
vent the loss of lives, it’s well 
worth the money," he said. 
School Workshops 


Newman noted that in the school 
workshops there have been occa­ 
sions of fuses blowing out and stu­ 
dents making replacements. "This 
may have been the cause of one 
of the school fires in the past," 
he said. 
Henry B. Decker, administra­ 
tive assistant to the uperintend- 
cot in charge of tallness, told 
the board that all buildings were 
electrically inspected two years 
ago. Since then, he noted, the 
township 
building 
inspector 
is 
called in anytime electrical serv 
ice is moved or changed in school
